S.O, 295(E).—Whereas the organisation known as ‘Dal 

Khalsa’-— 

(i) which had declared as its main objective the es¬ 

tablishment of a complete autonomous ‘Khalaa 
State’ has, in puratance of its objective, been 
pleaching secession and disruption of the terri¬ 
torial integrity of India through its activities ; 

(ii) had in furtherencc of the aforesaid objective, em¬ 

ployed five of the members of the ‘Dal Khalsa’ 
to hijack an aircraft of the Indian Airlines to 
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Lahore on 29th September, 1981 and to demand 
inter-ali,i the acceptance bv the Government of 
India, of the establishment oL a separate Sikh 
State to be called, Kliuhstnn ; 

liii) has by owning up responsibility fot the incidents 
which took place in Amritsar on the 26th April, 
1982 when two severed heads of cows were 
found placed near Hindu temples, followed by it* 
threat to repent such incidents in fvrtme, made 
clear its intention to continue to resort to acti¬ 
vities prejudicial to the maintenance of public 
order and harmony between different religious 
croups ; 

And whereas, the Cential Government Is of the opinion 
that for the reasons aforesaid, the ‘Dal Khfllsa’ is an unlawful 
association ; 

And whereas, the Central Government is further of the 
opinion that because of the acts of terrorism and violence 
and the tccent acts of sacrilege owned by members of ‘Dal 
Khalsa’ it i'j necessary to declare the ‘Dal khalsa’ to be 
unlawful with immediate effect ; 

Now therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Pievention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government 
hereby declares the ‘Dal Khalsa’ to be an unlawful associa¬ 
tion, and directs, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to sub-section (3) of that section, that thin noti¬ 
fication shall, subject to any order that may be made under 
section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette.

(i) which had through the declaration of Shri Balbir 
Singh Sandhu, its Secretary General, proclaimed 
aa its objeclivc the establishment of an autono¬ 
mous, separate Sikh State ol ‘Khalistan’ has been 
encouraging the secessionist and violent activities 
of the organisation known as ‘Dal Khalsa' ; 

lii) had, in furtherance ol the aforesaid objective, in¬ 
dulged in secessionist activity by issuing— 

(a) live dollar ciurcncy Noles of the so-called 
Republic of ‘Khalistan’ ; 
lb) postage stamps of ‘Khalistan’ ; and 
(c) pass-porta of the so-called Government of 
‘Khalistan’ ; 

And whereas, the Central Government is of opinion that 
for ihe reasons aforesaid, the Council is an unlawful 
association ; 

And whereas, the Centra) Government is further of the 
opinion that because of the encouragement being given to 
the ‘Dal Khalsa’ by the Council for the furtherance of 
ity objeclivc it -is necessary to declare the Council to be 
unlawful with immediate effect; 

Now, theiefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act. 1967 (37 of 1967), the Cential Govern¬ 
ment hereby declares 'the National Council of Khalistan’ to 
be an unlawful association and .directs, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso to sub-nection (3) of that 
section, that this notification shall. >nihject to any order that 
may be made under section 4 of the said Act, have effect 
fiom the date of its publication in the Official Gazette.
